Combined with sound 
Industry, flourishing retail centers become the life blood 
of any community and make possible its ultimate develop­ 
ment along spiritual, cultural, and recreational directions.

You have two main kinds 

of wills: The kind usually 
drawn by a lawyer and wit­ 
nessed by at least two dis­ 
interested persons, and 'the 
"holographic" will which you 
write, date, and sign all in 
your own handwriting with­ 
out witnesses.

Then there is the "nuncu­ 
pative" will the will spoken 
and limited to $1000 which 
a serviceman in combat dur­ 
ing war may make in the im­ 
mediate expectation of death. 

All are equally lawful, but 
not equally effective in prac­ 
tice.

Do-it-yourself wills often 
fall short for lack of the 
maker's knowledge. If you 
still want a holographic will 
you may well have a lawyer 
look it over, to play safe. For 
he will know some of their 
pitfalls.

One common pitfall found 
in many wills is the "pro- 
termittcd heir" a child or 
grandchild, for example, 
whom you overlook in your 
will.

Perhaps your sons John 
and James, struggling to 

  raise their families, need 
your bounty more than your 
daughter Mary, who married 
that well-to-do engineer.

But say so in your will, or 
the law will take it that you 
forgot Mary, and would want 
her to share your estate with 
your other children.

Or you might have grand­ 
children by a deceased child, 
whom their surviving parent 
provides well for. You might 
want to leave your surviving 
children all of your estate.

But unless you mention 
these grandchildren they will 
share fully as prelermltted 
heirs

Will or nn will, your prop­ 
erty is subject to probate un- 
loss you held it as a joint 
tenant or gave it away while 
you lived.

Probate takes around seven 
months to a year if there 
are no complications, longer 
if there are. For it takes 
time to sort out one's assets 
and debts and make sure that 
all claims have been settled 
one way or another. And the 
determination of taxes takes 
time, whether you leave a 
will or not, and whether you 
have a probate estate or not.
